; l>een merely the utterance of disap­ 
proving sentiments toward the gov­ 
ernment. 
In Britain they would not 
have been mloested for /that. 
But in 
Russia they would have been shot.

Many railroad companies in Great 
Britain which have tested at differ­ 
ent times on main lines and sidings, 
reinforced concrete ties of various de­ 
signs, report in unqualified language 
that they have 
proved 
unsatisfac­ 
tory. 
Results of the trials 
have 
shown /that 
under condi t ion ns 
of 
heavy and fast traffic, the ties quick­ 
ly showed signs of failure. 
Those 
weighing 376 pounds, matured four 
months before use, were crushed un­ 
der the rail chairs and badly cracked 
at the center, after 26 days trial with 
58 trains a day traveling 60 miles an 
hour. 
The first cracks appeared af­ 
ter two days. 
The same ties placed 
on a branch line with 14 trains a day 
at 30 miles an hour, showed cracks in 
one and three days respectively but 
were left down for three years, being 
somewhat crushed at centers. 
It is 
reported that 5,000,000 ties are used 
annually on the British railroads, the 
bulk of which an* Baltic pine, oreo- 
soted in Great Britain. 
The life of 
such a tie on British railroads is said 
to be 15 years. 
The foregoing report has a direct 
bearing on road pavement in our own 
country where it has been pretty con­ 
clusively proved that the impact of 
rapidly moving motor trucks and au­ 
tomobiles will crystallize a non-resil- 
ienrt type of road surfacing. In order 
to build rigid types of pavement suf­ 
ficiently thick to withstand traffic vi­ 
bration, the cost must be run up to 
prohibitive figures. 
On .the other 
hand, it has been 
found that asphaltic types of pave­ 
ment or a shock absorbing course of 
asphalt or asphaltic concrete over a 
reasonably thick cement base, due to 
the resilient nature of the

I months longer. No one suffers from 
these delays except the public.

If you travel dn the interior 
you will need an interpreter. Just at 
present there is a lot of anti-foreign

visable for you to try to travel in the 


interior of ithe country.

In Manchuria.

who live here cannot tell where this 
anti-foreign agitation is going to end 
and my advice id to stick to the Trea­ 
ty Fonts.

publican tariff law, said Senator H ar­ 
rison, impose* a tax on po**ibly ev­ 
erything u*ed by the farm er from the 
dynamite with which he clears 
hi* 
lnnd to the sugars that goes on 
his 
table. 
The farm er, Senator Harrison 
added, cannot oven buy a toothbrush, 
a tin cup, a home-shoe nail or a safe­ 
ty pin without paying tribute to the 
manufacturers 
who 
produce 
those 
things. 
“In the brief rem arks”, said Sena­ 
tor Harrison, “which I shall 
impose 
upon the Senate» I desire to touch only 
upon one phase of the agricultural 
Hituation, and that is in its relation 
to the tariff. 
I shall not in this dis­ 
cussion attem pt to 
depict 
agricul­ 
tu re’s present deplorable condition, or 
to offer any plan of relief save that 
found in a revision of the tariff. 
“ President Coolidge in his Chicago 
speech of Ihxiebmer 7, argued 
that 
the total adverse coot to the farm ers 
bn account of the tariff is only be­ 
tween 2 per cent and 3 per cenft of 
hks purchases. 
“The 
pre«i<lent’s 
analysis, drawn 
from the facts upon which it is based, 
is so illogical that I prefer to excuse 
rather than blame th e President and 
to place the blame upon the 
admin­ 
istrative head who for partisan pur- 
p<**e« misled or intentionally deceive*! 
him. 
“The mere statem ent by the pres­ 
ident that the tariff rates on sugar, 
amounting to millions in protection, 
inured to the benefit of the farmers 
of the country reveals 
the illogical 
and fallacious argument. 
“I have not the figures at 
hand 
upon which I might definitely 
state 
the very small number of farm ers in 
the United States th at arc bene fitted 
by a sugar tariff, but I am sun* no one 


will contradict the statement 
that 
hundreds upon hundreds of farmers 
pay the tax on sugar where there is 
one who receives any benefit there­ 
from. 
“The same be said of tobacco and 
a long Mat of other articles that are 
employed by the President in 
the 
calculation upon which the assertion 
is made”. 
Senator Harrison 
called attention 
to the views of farmers as expressed 
at the Des Moines meeting a few days 
after the President’s Chicago speech, 
and asserted that the tariff on corn 
and wheat was a “delusion 
and

snare”, 
“Let me visualize how the tariff 
works on the farm er”, he continued.
